HAM RADIO SUPPORT FOR NOVEMBER TORNADOES 


A late-season, multi-state outbreak of tornadoes and high winds on November 17 killed 
six people in Illinois and injured hundreds of others, some seriously. ARRL Illinois Tom 
Ciciora, KA9QPN, reported today that Peoria County ARES Emergency Coordinator 
Fritz Bock, WD9FMB, has responded with a team of volunteers to a Central Illinois 
Division Red Cross request for emergency communication support between sites in 
Washington, Illinois — a town of approximately 11,000 residents and hardest-hit by the 
storm activity — and the Red Cross office in Peoria. Most of the injuries occurred in 
Washington. 


“Fritz tells me that VHF and UHF FM systems are intact and operating, which will cover 
the communications paths,” Ciciora said. “Communication support will be provided 
between the Washington Methodist Church, the Tazewell County EOC, and the ARC 
office in Peoria.” Ciciora notes that Tazewell borders Peoria County. 


Illinois Gov Pat Quinn told reporters today that the storms destroyed or badly damaged 
upward of 400 homes in Washington, Illinois. The storms also affected Michigan, 
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Indiana, Missouri and Wisconsin. Seven Illinois counties, including Peoria and Tazewell, 
have been declared disaster areas. Many residents remain without power. 


PHILLIPINES TYPHOON DISASTER 


More than a week after being hit by Typhoon Hatyan (Yolanda) in one of the worst 
natural disasters in recent history, survivors of the central Philippines have basic needs of 
food, water and medicine, shelter, evacuation, communication and power. 


The Philippines Amateur Radio Association (PARA) and its Ham Emergency Radio 
Operation (HERO) network continue providing emergency communications, and at the 
request of authorities is starting to expand its locations and facilities. Ramon Anquilan, 
DU1UGZ, Vice Chief Operating Officer of PARA, confirms that HERO stations are 
continuing to work. He thanks the world for keeping 7.095 MHz clear for urgent traffic. 
Also, there is a possibility that 14.277 and 14.285 MHz are being used for for Health and 
Welfare traffic. Please listen closely before using those frequencies.

FCC WIRELESS BUREAU GETS NEW ACTING CHIEF 


Sworn into office November 4, Tom Wheeler, the new FCC chairman, has named current 
Wireless Telecommunications Bureau Chief Ruth Milkman as his chief of staff. 
Replacing Milkman as acting Wireless Bureau chief will be Roger Sherman, a 
communications attorney with strong links to the Democratic Party. The WTB oversees 
Amateur Radio within the FCC. Sherman previously served as the Democratic Chief 
Counsel to the House Committee on Energy and Commerce and as Democratic Staff 
Director to its Subcommittee on Communications and Technology. 


During the 111th Congress (2009-2011), Sherman was chief counsel for communications, 
technology, and the Internet. He previously served on the staffs of US Representative 
Henry Waxman and US Senator Alan Cranston. Earlier he was an attorney at Sprint 
Corporation and at the firm of Wiley, Rein.
